Picnic_Train into Freight. 


Happy Day Comes to Sad 
End for Many People. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

CHICAGO, July 13.—Twenty-two peo- 
ple were killed and sixty-eight injure 
tonight ig a collision on the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois Rallroad at Glenwood, 
twenty-three miles south of this city. 

The collision occurred between a pic- 
nic train from this city which was re- 
turning from Momence, III., and a 
freight train, into the rear end of which 
it dashed at a high rate of speed. 

The picnic train was on the right- 
hand track coming nortn and the 
freight was on the left track. A mus- 
placed switch threw the picnic train 
over on the left track and before the 
engineer could apply the Drakes, it 
ran at forty miles an hour into the 
rear of the freight. 

The engine, baggage car and first 
coach of the picnic train were demol- 
ished, and all of the killed and injured 
were on the engine and in the two 
cars.

Between Chicago Heights and Glen- 
wood there is a sharp curve and as 
the picnic train tore around this on 
the southbound track a freight train 
was backing southbound to the north- 
bound track. It was partly on both 
tracks and no train could have passed 
it in either direction. The bend is so 
sharp that the engineer of the picnic 
train had no chance to see the freight 
before he was upon ie. It was too late 
to do anything but apply the airbrakes 
but before they could take effect the 
passenger train smashed into the 
freight at full speed. 

The engine and baggage car of the 
passenger went clear th 
freight and were plied up in a 
wreckage on the further side of 
crossover, on which the freight was 
crossing from one track to the other. 
The first coach of the picnic train 
plunged etraight into the wreckage and 
buried itself in a mass of kindling wood 
under the demolished baggage 
Nearly all the 


were 
débris, and it was here that 0 
occurred. 


The people in the rear coaches were 
huried from their seats and many of 
them were badly shaken up and 
bruised, but all of the serious casual- 
ties occurred in the first car. The un- 
injured passengers and trainmen at 
once hastened to the relief of those 
who were pinned down under the 
wreckage, who were shrieking piteous- 
ly for aid. 

RESCUE MUCH DELAYED. 

The scene of the wreck is two miles 
from any station and much delay en- 
sued before some of the injured who 
were held down by heavy timbers 
could be extricated. Nothing could be 
done for them until lifting machinery 
came from Chicago Heights. Men were 
sent running along the tracks to both 
Chicago Heights and Glenwood, asking 
for aid and in a short time trains bear- 
ing physicians and stpplies for the 
wounded were on their way from both 
stations. The first train to arrive on 
the scene was from Chicago Heights, 
and carried six physicians. 

A short time afterward a second 
train arived from GlenWood bringing 
additiona: physicians and a number of 
nurses. Darkneas-had fallen when the 
second train arrived and the work of 
rescue and relief went on 145 light 
of huge bonfires that were It along 
the side of the track. A regular relief 
train was made at Glenwood as 
soon after the physicians had been ta- 
ken to the wreck as was possible and 
every preparation made to bring the 
ead and wounded to the city. 

It was nearly 10 o'clock when the last 
of the wounded had been taken from 
the wreckage, and half an hour later 
than that time when the temporary 
dressing had been applied to the last 
wound and the train carrying its woe- 
ful burden started for the city. 

WAS AN ANNUAL OUTING. 
The traia which was wrecked left the 
Thirty-first street station of the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois this morning 
for Momence.

This investigation is 
the introduction into the House last 
winter of a resolution by Representa- 
tive Martin, Republican, of South 
Dakota. The resolution went to the 
House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, and was reported 
favorably by the Republican members 
of that committee and was adopted in 
the House by Republican votes. 

Here is the resolution: “Resolved 
that the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor be, and he hereby is, requested 
to Investigate the causes of the low 
prices of beef cattle in the United 
States since July 1, 1908, and the un- 
usually large margin between the 
price of beef cattle and the selling 
price of fresh beef, and whether said 
conditions have resulted in whole or 
in part from any contract in restraint 
of commerce among the several States 
and Territories, or with foreign coun- 
tries; also, whether said prices have 
been controlled in whole or in part 
by any corporation, joint stock com- 
pany or corporate combination en- 
gaged in commerce among the several 
States or foreign nations; and, if so. 
to investigate the organization, capi- 
talization, profits, conduct and man- 
agement of the business of such cor- 
porations, companies and corporate 
combinations and to make an early 
report of his findings, acording to 
law.” 

THOROUGH INVESTIGATION. 

In making a favorable report on the 
resolution, the Republican members 
of the House Committee on Inter- 
stat and Foreign Commerce said: 
“The purpose of this resolution is 
to cause a thorough investigation into 
the facts and to disclose the causes 
of these unusual conditions, so that 

r remedial measures, both ex- 
ecutive and legislative, if necessary, 
may be taken.” 

Under authority of this resolution 
Secretary Cortelyou, now chairman } 
of the Republican National Commit- 
tee, appointed several competent men 
to commence an investigation and for 
about four months these men have 
been in the West making their inves- 
tigations. Their report is not com- 
pleted as yet, and cannot be com- 
pleted for six weeks or two months, 
on account of the enormous amount 
of work involved. One of the inves- 
tigators is now in Washington com- 
pleting part of his report, and as soon 
as he finishes it he will start for the 
West again to conduct further inves- 
tigation.

GAS ENGINE 
IN AIR SHIP. 


Los Angeles Inventor Joins 
With San Francisco. 


Will Furnish Motor for the 
Greth Flying Machine. 


Interesting Conference Held 
Here Yesterday. 


Lis Augeles and San Francisco have 
coliaborated on a successful airship. 
An interesting conference was held 
yesterday afternoon at the Chamber 
of Commerce bullding. in the offices of 
Rains & Hunter, to perfect final ar- 


water by simply complying with a few

“I have never had the right motive 
power, and consequentiy my experi- 
ments have never been as perfect in 
result as I wished them to be. I nave 
flown at any elevation I wished, I have 
stopped and started at will, I have 
maintained my equilibrium in the at- 
mosphere as long as | w and 1 
have defied all contrary air conditions 
successfully. I regard the other mat- 
ters as „ and believe that I 
will overcome them in a short time.” 

Scareéely less wonderful is the new 
gas engine which Mr. Winstanley prof- 
fers as the motor of Greth's air voy- 
ager. It is the invention of C. R. 
Twitchell, foreman in the Brown-Win- 
stanley employ. It is of rotary type, 
compact in size, light in weight and 
with a perfect system of air cooling. 
The Winton automobile firm believe 
it destined to revolutionize the motor- 
carriage business. 

The cylinders are located in the fly- 
wheel, of which they form a very im- 
portant part. They are five in number, 
connected with a central crank shaft, 
which also contains the gasoline supply 
and the sparking apparatus. 

A fifteen-horse power engine. actual- 


ly tn operation at the present time, 
weighs only 15 pounds! The rapidly- 
revolving cylinders fan the air with

The principal parties were Dr. Au- 
gust Greth of San Franciece and Fred- 
erick Winstanicy of this city. Dr. 
Greth is the builder of the air craft, 
while in the Brown-Winstanley manu- 
factory is just being completed a new 
model gas engine, which may be used 
for the furnishing of motive power. 

Dr. Greth has been in Los Angeles 


some days, looking after the new ideas, 


and incidentally watching for a suit- 
able site for a home 


Dr. Greth’s vehicle is an airship in 
practice as well as in theory. In it he 
has made forty aecensions, in several 
of which he has attained great heights, 
salling at one time for many minutes 
more than a mile above the city of San 
Francisco. He is a personal friend 
of Santos-Dumont, and has worked 
with the latter along the lines of 
rial navigation. Dr. Greth claims 
to have been elaborating his present 
succeseful ideas for more than twenty 
years. 

The inventor has also demonstrated 
that he can start from the ground—at 
a standstili—and descend to the ground 
with as gentie a motion as a ship 
touching a dock. All other craft of

the air have been in need of artificial 
means, props for a flying start, and a 
bedy of water or a morass in which 
to descend. 

Motion pictures of the machine in 
flight about the northern city. as well! 
as in various fanciful evolutions, have 
just been secured by the Orpheum cir- 
cult as one of its biograph attrac- 
tions. 

Recently Dr. Greth started to cover 
the distance between San Francisco 
and San José, but when six miles from 
the city, at an elevation exceeding 5000 
feet, the key dropped from the shaft 
of one of his propellers and he was 
compelled to come down, though much 
against his will. 

Says the inventor: “My machine op- 
erates on simple principles. In ful) 

orking order, it runs with four pro- 

liers, and is in shape an eionguied 
gas bag, from which depends a car 
and the working machinery. Placing 
the propeller at such an angle that 
they work away from the earth's sur- 
face contrives to raise the car, while 
horizontally they —— it straight ahead 
at full speed. ‘orking the propel- 
lers against the upper air suffices to 
bring it down agein, and in just such 
speed as the speed and inclination of 
the propellers indicates. 
re theory is not an extravagant 
one, but entirely in accordance with 
natura! law. A swimmer can swim 


above or beneath the surface of the

great speed, andthe coolj process, 
so difficult a matter in ry gas 
en . is thereby solved. 

. Greth proposes to use two of 
these motors in his machine, which 
says will thereby be equipped im a 
manner to beat all the airships in the 


world, 

He may enter the grand world con- 
test at St. Louis, if his new engines 
are placed in sufficient time for him 


to make the journey in safety. 
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NO WONDER HE FAILED. 


(STAPF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, June 2.—Supposedly at 
his American wife's suggestion, the 
little Duke of Marlborough started ir. 
to be a real hustier, not long age, but 
his effort has had rather an unhappy 
ending. It hasn't been entirely wasted. 
however, for it has shown over again 
what happy-go-lucky methods obtain 
in the Britie#h government service, and 
what determined opposition is Mei 
to be met with by anyone whe, like 
the Duke, attempts to introduce some- 
thing like efficiency. 

Mariborough’s effort to stir up 
things a bit was made when His Grace 
received the appointment of Under Sec- 
retary of State for the colonies. Soon 
after taking hold of the reins he in- 
troduced into his department what both 
the permanent officials and underlings 
there considered revolutionary depart- 
ures. From 10 o'clock until four were 
the hours recognized by the Duke's 
predecessor, but the new under sec- 
retary insisted that the four should 
be made five in future, and whenever 
he found that the work of the office 
was getting behind he had a notice 
posted up to the effect that until the 
men had caught up they must be at 
their desks at d every morning. The 
Duke set the example. 

But in the eyes of the staff this pol- 
icy of the Dukes was simply a de- 
mand for two hours extra duty with- 
out extra pay and the under secre- 
tary’s department became at once a 
hotbed of disaffection. Many of the 
clerks asked to be transferred tb some 
Other department of the government, 
and most of the rest threatened to 
strike. Sorest of all were the so-called 
“permanent officiais.” elderly 
fossils, who previously had been in the 
habit of getting down at 11 o'clock in 
the morning, felt that the Duke had done 
each of them a personal injury in in- 
troducing what they described as his 
“arbitary methods.” 

Before long a deputation represent- 
ing the office staff waited upon the 
Duke to ask if the good old easy times 
couldn't come back again, but the Duke 
declared he meant to carry out the 
work of his department in his own 
way, as he believed it to be to the pub- 
lic Interest. The next move was a reg- 
ular conspiracy on the part of the staff 
to set about thelr duties in a go-as- 
you-rlease sort of fashion, with the re- 
sult that the work soon got into a sim- 
ply chaotic state. 

Undoubtedly the Duke would h 
seen the thing through had he 
with any support from his own superi- 
ors but the contrary was the case. I 
understand that it was suggested to 
him by his chief in office that he had 
better knuckle under and he now has 
done eo. In fact, it is said the Duke 
ie naw going on the other tack, and 
attempting to concillate the permanent 
officials of his department by inviting 
them to Blenheim for “week ends” and 
taking them up the river in his steam 
launch.

“SECOND COMING” 


Evangelist Simpson Declares that it 
is Near at Hand—Advent 
Meeting. 


The large gospel pjavilion at Seventh 
and Spring streets was crowded to its 
utmost last evening, and interest was 
manifested in Evangelist Simpson's 
discourse on “The Second Coming of 
Christ.” While Mr. Simpson does not 
claim to know the day or hour or year 
of Christ's coming, he declares that 
the coming of the Lord Is near. 

Last evening Mr. Simpson spoke of 
the Saviors phophecy, recorded in 
Matthew xxiv. In answer to the dis- 
ciples’ inquiry what should be the . 
of His coming, and of the end of t 
world, the Savior anewered that there 
should be signs in the sun, moon and 
stars. He said that immediately after 
the tribulation of those days sun 
should be darkened. 

The days here mentioned were the 
1260 years of papal persecution, pre- 
dicted by the prephet Daniel, beginning 
in S38, at the establishment of the pa- 
pacy, and ending in 1798, when its tem- 
poral power was broken and the Pope 
was carried away captive by Gen. Ber- 
thier, and died an exile in France. 
Mark locates the time of the darken- 
ing of the sun even more definitely. He 
says: “In those days, after the tribu- 
lation of those days, shall the sun be 
darkened.”

He claimed that he 
couldn't ce it for her, but promised 
that as soon as she had got settled and 
he could dispose of his business he 
would follow her and they,would live 
together and be happy ever after. 
The wife says that she went to Kan- 
Sas to walt, and che has been waiting 
ever since. She was very much in love 
with her husband, Mrs. Cornelison coy- 
ly says, and she never had the remot- 
{ est idea of deserting him, but he gave 
her the cold shake. About once in two 
weeks she wrote to him and pleaded 
with him either to come to her or per 
mit her to return. For awhile he 
wrote back pleading poverty and after 
that he remained mum. This corre- 
spondence continued up to 1891-92, and 
though he stopped writing, the wife 
avers that she kept on sending her let- 
ters to him in which she gave her ad- 
dress as Kansas City, and used a re- 
turn notice on the envelope so that she | 
migh: know whether her husband re- 
ceiv them or not. 

Ag time went on Mrs. Cornelison says 
that she became curious as to her hus- 
band’s business and domestic relations, 
and set some inquiries on foot. Recent- 
ly she discovered that he had been 
granted a divorce on November 30, 1895, 
and that she had been wasting postage 
and a wealth of affection upon a man 
no longer her husband. 

Attorneys were engaged to find out 
just what the situation was and how 
Mr. Cornelison had contrived to hocus- 
pocus the court. The wife now charges 
that her husband procured the divorce 
by fraudulent representations. To 
serve his own purpose and prevent her 
from knowing what he was doing he 
filed a faise affidavit, in which he set 
out that his wife had deserted and 
abandoned him and had returned to 
the home of her parents at Marysville, 
Kan., he knowing perfectly well that 
her parents did not live at Marysville, 
Kan. Then when servi the sum- 
mons and a copy of the plaint they 
were addressed to the care of her par- 
ents at Manneville, Kan., there being 
no such place in the State of Kansas. 
On these premises Mrs. Cornelison 
asks that the divorce be annulled and 
held void as against the defendant.

BANKS AND BEER.

It is-asserted by Mr. McGarvin that 
when the nuncupative will ts supposed 
to have been made Gregg was unable 
to speak, and that never during his 
period of military service in the field 
and while doing duty at sea, as well as 
in contemplation, did he evince any 
fear of death. Williams had averred 
that Gregg made his nuncupative will 
while “in the fear ef death,” which the 
Public Administrator contends was 
against the very character of the man. 
Furthermore it is denied that Gregs 
made any will at all, or appointed any 
executor, or bequeathed any estate: 
and with these asseverations the issue 
between the will and no will at all are 
clearly drawn.

C. These wrote saying they wished 
the remains of their brother to be
